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If  the  reader  of  this  2004  Evergreen  first  came  to  Salisbury  University  in  fall  2000,  then  you  and  I  have  something  in  common:  We 
both  became  part  of  the  SU  community  at  that  time.  How  quickly  four  years  pass!  I  am  grateful  and  honored  to  serve  as  president 
of  this  wonderful  institution,  and  hope  you  are  glad  to  have  chosen  SU  for  your  post-secondary  education. 

As  you  reflect  back  upon  your  time  on  campus,  you  will  likely  recall  the  construction  of  our  new  Henson  Science  Hall,  a  145,000 
square  foot,  state-of-the-art  facility  that  opened  in  fall  2002.  The  new  equipment  and  laboratory  space  have  facilitated  faculty- 
student  research  -  a  hallmark  of  a  SU  education.  The  science  building  was  the  first  academic  facility  constructed  at  SU  in  over  a 
decade. 

A  challenging  issue  this  past  year  has  been  the  focus  on  student  rental  housing  in  nearby  neighborhoods  and  the  "4  to  2"  legislation 
passed  by  the  Salisbury  City  Council.  As  of  this  writing,  I  expect  that  the  law  will  be  amended  to  be  more  "student-friendly."  In 
addition,  there  are  numerous  initiatives  underway  designed  to  improve  university/community  relations. 

Salisbury  University's  reputation  continues  to  grow.  The  2004  editions  of  U.S.  News  &  World  Report,  the  Princeton  Review  and 
Kiplinger's  continue  to  rank  SU  among  the  nation's  top  public  universities.  U.S.  News  included  the  University  as  one  of  the  top  tier 
master's  institutions  in  the  North,  where  we  are  rated  fourth  among  public  institutions.  Our  enhanced  reputation  has  brought  more 
applications  for  admission  and  higher  student  selectivity.  Last  year,  we  had  over  5,500  applicants  for  an  entering  freshman  class  of 
950  students. 

Salisbury  University  also  continues  to  succeed  in  the  sports  arena.  SU's  athletics  teams  celebrated  two  NCAA  national  championships 
in  2003,  one  in  men's  lacrosse  and  one  in  women's  field  hockey.  In  addition,  SU  had  the  second  highest  number  of  student-athletes 
named  to  the  2003  Capital  Athletic  Conference  All-Academic  Team. 


I  wish  all  graduating  students  much  success  and  personal  fulfillment  in  the  years  to  come.  Be  sure  to  take  the  memories  and  lessons 
of  Salisbury  University  with  you.

The  Salisbury  men's  soccer  program  ranks  among  the  nation's  best,  with  four  NCAA 
Tournament  berths  and  two  appearances  in  the  NCAA's  Elite  Eight  among  its 
accomplishments  since  1999.  The  Sea  Gulls  captured  their  fourth  Capital  Athletic 
Conference  championship  in  five  seasons  in  2003  and  posted  their  sixth  straight 
campaign  with  at  least  1 5  wins.  Salisbury  has  recorded  12  straight  winning  seasons 
through  2003  and  is  regularly  ranked  among  the  nation's  elite.  The  Gulls  earned 
their  highest-ever  ranking  in  the  national  polls  during  the  2002  campaign,  climbing 
to  number  six  in  the  NSCAA  rankings.  Six  players  earned  all-CAC  honors  in  2003, 
including  CAC  Player  of  the  Year  Dan  Meehan.  Meehan  was  also  joined  by  teammate 
John  Muto  on  the  2003  Academic  All-America  team. 


The  Salisbury  women's  soccer  program  has 
posted  10  straight  winning  seasons  since  its 
varsity  debut  in  1 994,  and  registered  double¬ 
digit  victory  totals  in  nine  of  its  10  seasons.  The 
Gulls  have  won  35  games  in  the  past  three 
years,  with  two  appearances  in  the  Capital 
Athletic  Conference  championship  game. 
Highlights  during  the  2003  season  included  a 
first  place  finish  during  the  CAC's  regular 
season,  nine  shutouts,  and  three  players 
named  to  the  all-CAC  team. 
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The  Salisbury  University  field  hockey  program  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  elite 
among  NCAA  Division  III  schools.  The  Sea  Gulls  earned  their  seventh  final  four 
appearance  in  2003  and  claimed  their  second  national  championship  with  a  4-1 
win  over  Middlebury.  The  Sea  Gulls  are  one  of  just  nine  schools  to  have  captured 
the  national  championship  since  its  inception  in  1 931 ,  claiming  the  top  prize  in  1 986 
as  well  as  2003.  Since  their  first  visit  to  the  NCAA  postseason  tournament  in  1 984, 
the  Gulls  have  become  a  regular  contender  for  the  national  title,  with  appearances 
in  1 9  of  the  last  20  NCAA  postseason  tournaments  through  the  2003  season.  SU  also 
captured  its  ninth  straight  Capital  Athletic  Conference  championship  in  2003. 
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The  Salisbury  volleyball  program  has 
claimed  two  Capital  Athletic  Conference 
championships  and  earned  two  NCAA 
Tournament  appearances  in  the  past  six 
years.  The  Gulls  have  also  won  at  least  20 
games  in  four  of  seven  years  under  the 
leadership  of  Head  Coach  Margie  Knight. 
Salisbury  finished  with  a  26-7  record  in  2003 
that  also  included  a  school  record  1 6-match 
winning  streak.  Two  players  -  senior 
Suzanne  Powell  and  junior  Lindsay  Lawson 
-  earned  all-Capital  Athletic  Conference  first 
team  honors,  while  freshman  Abbey 
Petrecca  was  selected  as  the  CAC's  2003 
Rookie  of  the  Year. 
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The  Sea  Gulls  have  won  1 6  games  over  the  past  two  seasons,  completing  a  7-2  campaign 
in  2003  following  a  9-2  run  and  NCAA  Tournament  berth  in  2002.  SU  has  been  equally 
effective  on  both  sides  of  the  ball  in  recent  seasons,  finishing  fifth  in  the  nation  in  total 
defense  in  2003  after  placing  fourth  in  rushing  offense  in  2002.  Salisbury  has  had  56 
players  receive  all-Atlantic  Central  Football  Conference  honors  during  Head  Coach 
Sherman  Wood's  first  five  seasons,  including  14  players  in  2003.  Linebacker  Brad 
DeHaven  (pictured)  was  the  ACFC's  2003  co-Defensive  Player  of  the  Year  after  finishing 
first  in  the  nation  in  tackles  for  loss.  The  Sea  Gulls  have  made  six  post-season 
appearances  since  the  program  began  in  1 972,  including  a  berth  in  the  NCAA  Division  III 
championship  game  in  1986. 
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Despite  the  fluctuations  in  membership,  the  2003-04 
SU  Cheerleaders  chanted,  kicked  ,  flipped  and  rallied 
student  spirit  all  fall  and  winter.  Riding  the  ups  and 
downs  with  poise  and  enthusiasm,  Advisor  Brenda 
Stanley  provided  the  cheering  Sea  Gulls  with  much 
needed  stability,  helping  the  squad  to  finish  their  year 
with  a  strong  showing.

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The  Sea  Gull  men  registered  two  championship  victories  during  the  2003 
season,  winning  both  the  Maryland  State  title  and  the  Capital  Athletic 
Conference  Championship  for  the  second  straight  year.

Women's  Cross  Country  Improvises 
Warm-Up  Run 
September  21 ,  2003 


Salisbury,  Md  -  The  Salisbury  University  women’s  cross  country  team  didn’t 
have  any  problems  coping  with  the  effects  of  Hurricane  Isabel,  which  wreaked 
havoc  on  many  athletic  schedules  along  the  East  Coast  last  week.  Instead, 
the  Sea  Gulls  had  to  overcome  a  more  traditional  force  -  New  York  City  traffic 
-  in  order  to  compete  in  Saturday’s  NYU  Invitational  at  Van  Cortlandt  Park  in 
the  Bronx. 


With  the  team  bus  stuck  in  stand-still  traffic  for  two  hours  on  Interstate  87  due 
to  a  severe  accident,  and  race  time  quickly  approaching,  the  Sea  Gulls 
improvised  a  new  travel  plan.  They  decided  to  utilize  one  of  their  strongest 
assets  -  their  legs.  The  nine  members  of  the  team,  along  with  Head  Coach 
Jim  Jones,  exited  the  bus,  in  uniform,  with  hopes  of  traversing  the  final  two 
miles  through  the  Bronx  by  foot.  One  problem  remained:  the  race  was 
scheduled  to  start  in  15  minutes. 


As  any  good  cross  country  team  does,  the  Gulls  met  their  checkpoint  times 
and  weathered  the  curious  stares  of  on-lookers  while  covering  the  distance 
to  the  race  site.  “We  knew  the  tempo  we  needed  to  keep  in  order  to  get  there 
on  time,”  said  Jones. 


The  team  arrived  at  Van  Cortlandt  Park  five  minutes  prior  to  the  10  am  start. 
Jones  reported  directly  to  the  check-in  table  to  pick  up  the  runners’  numbers 
while  the  athletes  quickly  took  their  place  in  the  starting  grid  while 
simultaneously  changing  into  their  race  shoes. 


With  their  improvised  warm-up  run  now  completed,  and  without  a  chance  to 
walk  or  see  the  6K-  course  prior  to  the  race,  the  Sea  Gulls  performed  admirably. 
Salisbury  finished  13th  as  a  team  among  the  field  of  33  squads.  Not  bad, 
considering  it  was  the  team’s  second  race  in  a  span  of  30  minutes.  Sophomore 
Lauren  Bragg  registered  SU’s  top  individual  showing,  placing  45th  in  a  time 
of  20:59.  Coming  off  their  unique  team-bonding  exercise,  four  other  runners 
stayed  bunched  throughout  the  event  and  finished  within  a  span  of  20  seconds. 


“I’ve  never  had  to  have  a  team  run  to  the  starting  line  in  1 4  years  of  coaching,” 
said  Jones.  “This  is  a  unique  story  of  determination,  perseverance  and 
toughness.  I  admire  the  women  because  they  never  complained  through  the 
ordeal  and  they  really  kept  their  focus.  They  just  wanted  to  get  to  the  race  in 
time  to  compete.  I’d  say  they  did  very  well  under  the  circumstances.”

As  another  school  year  began,  another  round  of  layoffs  hit 
Salisbury  University.  On  April  15,  2003  -  four  employees  were  told 
they  were  being  laid  off.  Three  of  the  positions  were  in  information 
technology  and  one  was  in  student  services.  In  addition  to  those 
layoffs,  six  other  positions  that  were  currently  vacant  will  remain 
unfilled.  The  faculty  will  also  take  two  furloughs  this  year  (unpaid 
workdays),  one  on  March  26,  the  other  May  21 . 

President  of  SU,  Janet  Dudley-Eshbach  said  that  she  remains 
optimistic  for  the  future  of  the  university.  “The  University  System  of 
Maryland  goes  through  cycles,”  said  Dudley-Eshbach.  “We  are  still  in 
very  good  shape.” 

In  addition  to  the  layoffs,  SU  students  also  felt  the  impact  in 
their  wallets.  Tuition  went  up  almost  one-fifth  of  what  it  had  been.

“Prior  to  this  program,”  said  Anjali  Pandey,  a  linguistics 
professor  at  SU,  “there  were  so  few  ESOL  instructors.  We  have 
successfully  given  12  highly  trained  teachers  to  help  open  the  door 
for  these  children  to  get  into  college.”

Students  Lobby  for  University  Funding

Salisbury  University  students  and  administrators  visited  Annapolis 
Wednesday,  at  the  second  annual  “SU  Day  at  the  Maryland 
Legislature,”  to  lobby  for  greater  funding  for  the  improvements  slated 
for  the  university  in  the  coming  years.  The  well-timed  visit  occurred 
just  one  day  after  Governor  Ehrlich’s  capital  budget  proposal,  which 
included  $194  million  for  four-year  public  colleges  and  universities,  but 
omitted  any  direct  allocations  to  SU. 

At  the  Event,  Del.  Norman  Conway,  D-38B-Wicomico,  was 
presented  with  the  John  R.  Hargreaves  Distinguished  Legislator 
Award  from  SU’s  Institute  for  Public  Affairs  and  Civic  Engagement 
(PACE).  Conway,  whose  influence  was  instrumental  in  the  university 
receiving  the  $37  million  in  funding  for  the  construction  of  Henson 
Hall,  was  recently  named  the  chair  for  Maryland’s  Appropriations 
Committee. 

WSUR  makes  leap  to  FM

Students  at  Salisbury  University’s  radio  station,  WSUR,  just  got  the 
go-ahead  from  the  Federal  Communications  Commission  for  their 
long-awaited  low-power  FM  license. 

WSUR  is  now  only  heard  on  campus  cable  channel  44  and  on  the 
Internet.  An  FM  license  will  allow  the  student-operated  station  to 
broadcast  within  a  7-mile  radius  of  the  university. 

Although  the  100-watt  radio  signal  is  not  as  powerful  as  other 
stations  in  the  area,  it  will  be  a  big  opportunity  for  the  voice  of  SU 
students  to  reach  the  community. 

Nursing  program  receives  highest  accreditation
